“The un- 
derstanding, Cook said, was that 
Hinés had gone to Washington and 
told Stephenson money would be fur- 
nished to put over the election. 
Shields was employed to do the ‘put- 
ting over.’ Then when the work was 
done, Shields demanded his pay for 
it. 

“Hines said he'd send Shields to 
the penitentiary if the latter insisted 
on demanding $15,000. Then Shields 
replied to Hines, ‘I've burned your 
buildings for you, bribed your asses- 
sors and committed every crime in 
the calendar for you, and you bet if 
I go to the penitentiary you will go, 
too." 

On cross-examination, Husting ad- 
mitted he had nothing but hearsay 
evidence concerning this phase of the 
investigation.

ON DON, Oct. 30.—It has long been 

& matter of contention among 

travelers as to which side of the 
Atlantic can boast the best out-door 
women. Despite the claims of her 
distinguished aviatreases and her va 
ant brown peasant women at the 
other end of the social scale, common 
consent has eliminated the claims of 
France, and premiership in this di- 
rection has never been seriously 
thought of for the hausfraus of Ger- 
many. 

This leaves England in the field 
alone against trans-Atlantic com peti- 
tion. And despite all the exploits of 
the Eleanor Sears set and the madcap 
pranks of the devotees of out-door 
basketball at Bryn Mawr, despite the 
fame of the homestead girls of West- 
ern Canada and the snow giris of the 
eastern provinces, the sporting and 
Out-door pre-eminence of the daugh- 
ters of Merrie England is still unshak- 
en. Lately they have been striding 
the Scottish moors in rough tweed 
jacket and square-toed boots, gun 
over shoulder, and the flush of the 
good Scotch wind in their faces, 
quickened with the sporting spirit of 
the great out-doors. Diana of the 
British uplands is claimed by her ad- 
mirers on this side anyway be the 
Queen of the world’s sportswomen. 

England is fighting her claims to 
the vote and will fight them for a long 
time yet. But vote or no vote, . 
lish women are pressing forward for 
their “place in the sun.” The ex- 
tremists are still noisily demanding 
sybmols of equality like the vote, but 
lots of steady, earnest Engitshwomen 
na ve set out in dead earnest to win 
* — making good in the 
undamen anden occupa- 
tions of life. 
The common man who does not 
care a rap for woman suffrage, for 
instance, appreciates the voman farm- 
er tremendously. Anybody can talk 
to the loose-minded crowd of the 
modern city, but it takes pluck and 
health and organization and lots of 
other solid attributes to run a farm. 
Hysterics do not qualify for success 
here; it needs the out-door nerve and 
the out-door intuition. 

I have just gone to a farm in Png- 
land where women are trying to learn 
these elements. It is in Checkendon, 
a tiny little place among the Chil- 
tern Hills in Oxfordshire and is known 
all the country round as the “wom- 
en's farm.” It is known all the coun- 
try round, too, as a successful farm. 
Its milk and eggs and potatoes and 
poultry and what not else are reck- 
oned as fine products as any that come 
out of the Thames Valley through all 
ite fruitful extent. 

Miss K. Kate Le Lacheur is the 
principal of the women's farm, and 
she is a woman who is a great deal 
more English than her name. She is 
a graduate of Newham Coilege, the 
women's “annex” of Cambridge Un- 
versity, and her femininiem is suffi- 
ciently attested by a large wooden 
sign marked “Votes for Women.” dis- 
played prominently on the porch 
the first detail that a visitor to the 
farm is likely to take In. Her pres- 
ent occupation, however, ies not in 
getting votes for women, but in pro- 
viding work for women, and this she 
does with a vengeance. At present 
there are about twenty students at 
the farm— there are fifty when it is 
running in the regular summer term 
time—and their programme is a very 
rigorous one. Up in the morning at 
7, they sit down to tea when 6 o'clock 
comes a lot of very hungry farmers 
and tired enough to relieve Miss Le 
Lacheur of the trouble of making any 
social arrangements for the evening. 
Mind you, most of these are giris of 
culture, “bluestockings” from the uni- 
versities or delicately reared ‘daugh- 
ters of the cities, so their grit is all 
the more notable. 

There is not even a moving-picture 
palace at Checkendon, no dances, no 
revels on the modern village green; 
nothing but a hupdred acres of very 
profound silence. Some of the wom- 
en farmers stay at the neighboring 
cottages, others fix up cots in the 
spacious back yard of the farm, but 
wherever they stay, none of them have 
yet complained of insomnia.’ They 
learn one thing at least at Checken 
don by dint of this feminine wrest- 
ling’ with the bounty of the earth— 
how to sleep. | 

That «small section of Americans 
that can still be referred to ag “the 
folks back home” would appreciate 
the women farmers’ way of doing 
things, for when I got out of my rig 
in front of the quiet old farmbouse 
and looked for its mistress, I walked 
around and through and up and down 
the stairs of the house undisturbed; 
every door stood open and unguarded. 
The kitchen was immaculately clean 
and the living-rooms woyld have 
dened the heart of the most exact- 
ing New Engiand spinster. The dairy 
near by was equipped with the latest 
trane-Atiantic ideas in the way of 
cream-seperators, churns, cheese- 
making paraphernalia, and milk pans 
of scientifically varied shapes and dt 
mensions piled round in scrupulous 
system. There was only one inkling 
that all this had been done by student 
farmeresses, but that was a fatal one. 
For on the clean white shelf, between 
a dainty little cream cheese mould 
and the sweetest of minature butter- 
tubs there stood a powder puff. 

I finally found Miss Le Lacheur in 
the potato patch, and there she told 
me something about the women’s 
farm. “Our original idea,” she said, 
“was to train girls to take up farms 
at home, but now many of our pupils 
alm for America and the colonies as 
soon as they are finished with the 
course. So what the enterprise real- 
ly comes to fe fitting English girls for 
life in the new countries. And you 
must know at the start that they all 
get on; not one to my knowledge that 
we have really sent out mere 4 
equipped has found the  farmin 
proposition too hard for her 

“Most of our amateur farmers come 
from the city,” she continued, in 
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jour alr and our view to cultivate « 
healthy spirit of enterprise. Exact 
information and hard work are our 
mottos. Our poultry instructor, the 
only man on the place, has been on 
the staff of the University College 
Poultry Farm at Reading, and the 
women who study with us carry away 
expert knowledge of incubating. 
breeding, feeding and housing, laying. 
stock and table rearing, marketing and 
elementary carpentry before we al- 
low them to take up a poultry farm. 
Miss Hall, one of our students who 
left school teaching for chicken rais- 
ing, has just started for Los Angeles, 
where she has already taken a farm 
and will go into fruit culture as a 
side issue. 

“Another of our students is soon 
going to Canada to start on a dairy 
farm in Athabaska. She had to learn 
to milk five cows—she was a typist 
when she came to us—clean up and 
get them safely in the sheds for the 
night within an hour before she 
could pass Then she learned filter- 
ing, cooling and setting, all about 
cream raising, butter making, pasteur- 
ising, the use and care of the utensils, 
milk testing and finally how to make 
good clotted Devonshire cream and 
cream cheese. That is a curriculum 
for you isn’t it? 

These are only two departments 
of the work, however. Besides these 
the girls can also learn to repair en- 
gines and farm machines, haymaking 
and cutting, the cultivation of all 
sorts of garden truck and several 
crops, as well—the product of the 
ten-acre potato field bore this out— 
while cooking, cleaning and all the 
other departments of country house- 
ht in our kitchen. 
anything we don't 
do?“ 

“Well, the only thing I can think 
of is that you don't give a course in 
riding bucking bronchos or lassooing 
cattle.” I replied, “but, honestly, how 
can you all stay out in the fields a 
quarter of a mile away from your 
‘votes for women’ cottage and leave 
all its doors and windows wide open?” 

“Oh, we don't worry about that,” 
said the head farmeress,/ king’ out 
a big sack of potatoes d bending 
over the rising dust in a position that 
reminded me startlingly of the in- 
congruity of the powder puff, no 
one has bothered us for all the five 
years wee been here. I'm sorry you 
can’t see the rest of the institution 
today; but they're eitfier marketing or 
away at our poultry farm in Wood- 
vote, the next village. But I think 
you'd agree with me that they are big 
enough to take care of themselves. 
Country alr doesn’t make you feeble, 
you know.” 

She shouldered the sack of 
tatoes she had been busily sorting 
while talking, and marched toward a 
cart driven by two “mere men,” who 
were apparently allowed to help as 
laborers. At tength, I came away 
It was a very good sensation to 
shake Miss Le Lacheur's honestly 
dirty hand Nut wae a better one 
to reflect on the solid foundations af 
hard work and pluck and enterprise 
she and her pupils were laying as 
their. contribution to the underpin- 
ning of the women's movement, to say 
nothing of ite imperial importance.

Whatever “Rights” of Suffrage 
They Have Been Given Have Been 
the Gift of the Men They Abuse. 


(St. Louis Globe-Democrat:] While 
women are rejoicing over the suf- 
frage victory in California, it is well 
to remember that whatever “rights” 
they have been given as to suffrage 
have been the gift of the men.

How well she remembered the days of 
the old square plane and eight men 
tugging and blowing when it had to 
be moved, and the awful fear that it 
would be dropped in midair, to say 
nothing of the tuning it had to under- 
go afterward. And now some man 
has found this marvelous way to move 
that piano, without any work to speak 
of. Her kitchen is full of little man- 
made contrivances for saving work, 
and with few exceptions women have 
never initiated a single thing of the 
kind. Surely there is no conflict de- 
tween the sexes, and man has stin a 
wonderful field to explore in the fash. 
ioning of pulleys to do his will and 
the chaining of forces to obey his 
command. Women will always direct 
the housekeeping, domestic now and 
miunicipal after awhile; but the imple. 
mente with which she works will al- 
ways be the creation of his brain. She 
may direct the cleaning of a street, 
but she can never make that awe-in- 
spiring engine that does the grading, 
or whatever it is that street engine 
does. At the bottom of all her ener- 
\gies are the children, her children, if 
possible, She will want pure food for 
them, pure air for them; clean streets, 
pure. water, all the things that good 
officials only can secure for her; and 
these she must demand. But men are 
always opening up new worlds to her, 
creating every day something for her 
to marvel at, whether it is a patent 
toaster or an airship. The dear wom- 
an rejoices in their power and knows 
her limitations.

MEASURING AN ION. 

Scientists Have Been Able to Sep- 
arate and Determine the Smallest 
Possible Quantity of Matter. 
{Scientific American:}] The ton, a 

fragment of an atom, which, if the 
electric theory of matter be true, is 
both the smallest quantity of elec- 
tricity and the smallest quantity of 
matter capable of existing in a free 
state, ig probably entitled to the 
above designation, which is bestowed 
upon it by William J. Humphreys, of 
the United States Weather Bureau. It 
is 80 small, Mr. Humphreys explains, 
that if enough electricity to generate 
the hydrogen in a toy balloon were to 
be obtained by counting out the ions, 
a hundred to the minute, the task 
would occupy 100,000,000 persons 
4,000,000 years. Yet these ions have 
been isolated and measured in the 
laboratory of Prof. R. A. Millikan, of 
the University of Chicago. Prof. Mu- 
likan, Mr. Humphreys tells us, has 
modified and improved upon the 
methods of previous experimenters. 
Whereas these used for their experi- 
ments a fog of tiny Water particles, 
whose average size and weight could 
be calculated, as well as the average 
charge on each, Millikan isolates and 
observes a single droplet of oll, which 
he controls and experiments upon as 
easily as one might measure and test 
a block of steel. This droplet serves 
as a trap for fiying lions whose ac- 
cession to the drop is at once detected 
by sudden change in its behavior. 
Prof. Millikan's methods are thus de- 
scribed by the writer: 

A fine spray of ol was blown by 
dust-free air into a dust-free cham- 
ber, the bottom of which was closed 
— @ brass disk * * * pierced by a 
pinhole, through which an occasional 
oil droplet fell. Strictly parallel to 
this disk and just sixteen millimeters 
below it was another brass disk of the 
Same size. A band of thin ebonite 
was bound around the edges of the 
diska, wh ebonite ‘rods kept them 
fixed in position and also strictly in- 
solated from each other. In this way 
@ cylindrical air chamber * * * was 
formed between the two parallel brass 
pla tes. 

“A parallel beam of light was 
passed through two diametrically op- 
posite glass-covered holes in the ebon- 
ite band, and hence immediately be- 
neath the pinhole in the upper plate. 
Through a third glass-covered hole in 
the ebonite band a low-power tele- 
scope was so focused as to show 
distinctly any object floating in the 
air immediately beneath the pinhole. 
As soon as one or two droplets 
chanced to fall through the opening, 
and therefore, into the field of the 
telescope, it was closed by an elec- 
tromagnetically operated cover, so as 
to pve, so far as possible, all dis- 
‘turbances due to air currents. 
Changes in the size of the drop were 
almost entirely eliminated by the use 
of su ces that evaporate slowly, 
and by the additional precaution of 
having the volume of the cylinder, 
through moistening its walls, already 
saturated with the vapor of the sub- 


stance used. 

“The rate of fall of the droplet, due 
to the fo of gravity alone, was 
measured, and in this way its size 
and mass approximately determined. 
as above explained. The plates were 
then changed to a known difference of 
electrical potential and hence the 
movement of the droplet, if electrified, 
was changed. The new velocity was 
measured and its dire@tion -oted. 
These measurements with the <«!ec- 
tric feld alternately off and on were 
repeatedly taken, but during the 
course of the observations it frequent- 
ly happened that the dreplet encoun- 
tered and entrapped a free ton of one 
or the other sign, as was evidenced

“By this process free fons 
of either sign have been captured at 
will, either singly or in multiples, 
and their magnitude has been an 
carefully measured, under conditions 
so free from assumptions, that the 
size of the electrical atom, the small- 
est quantity of electricky now ob- 
talnable, is known probably to within 
one part in 600 of its actual value. 

‘Numerically this value is the ab- 
solute electrostatic unit multiplied by 
4.891x10.10, a quantity incomprehen- 
sively small.

RUSSELS, Oct. 17.—Outwardly 
B the quietest of the unguiet Bel- 
gian brood, bending in public be- 
neath the tron rod of her father, the 
Princess Clementine is proving herself 


her proud and masterful race. 
Sentimenta! writers have sought to 
make an idyl out of the Princess’ en- 
| gagement and marriage. The Princess 
was described as living a desolate 
life under the stern sway of her fath- 
er. and as Having become a prey to 
melancholy, until a chance meeting 
with Prince Victor Napoleon in the 
Bois de la Cambre at Brussels brought 
love into her life. The touching ef- 
fect of this yarn was heightened by 
the fact that King Leopold, acting the 
part of a stern parent, refused consent 
to the proposed marriage, and, so the 
story went, banished his daughter 
from Belgium. As an idyi, the story 
would have been perfect if it had 
been possible to work in its hero in 
the character of a Prince Charming. 
Unfortunately for the sentimentalists, 
Prince Victor does not fill the part in 
any way. Banishment, as taken by 
him with comfortable philosophy, lent 
no glamor to his rotund middle-aged 
Ngure. It is ridiculous to picture @ 
world-wise Princess as failing in love 
at sight of him in a forest pathway; 
but it is not ridiculous to describe 
such a Princess, fred with ambition, 
as being captivated by the Napoleonic 
tradition and the possibilities it pre- 
sented in the person of its upholder. 
That is what happened. 
HER PORTRAIT. 
Princess Clementine led a life of 
half seclusion in Belgium during her 
father's reign. insisted on ab- 
solute freedom, as far as the limits 
of decorum permitted. She protitted 
by the example of her sisters, and 
avoided the errors which brought 
misfortune to them, but, just as much 
as they, she went her own way. When 
she found her mother’s rule irksome, 
she flung herself into her father's 
arms. A trivial dispute led to the 
virtual separation of mother and 
daughter; according to some the 
Queen's riding whip flourished in the 
dispute, according to others the Prin- 
cess’ bonnet was flung, not over a 
windmill but at an august head. Aft- 
er this incident the Queen withdrew 
herself entirely from public appear- 
ance, and Princess Clementine filled 
her place at state functions. She was 
given a household of her own, and 
formed a pleasant court. 
When the Queen died, Princess 
Clementine came still more before the 
public. She is queenly in appearance 
and in manner. Nothing is more 
\charming than her smile, or more 
graceful than her condescension. One 
need not be a courtier to describe her 
as beautiful; she dresses to perfec- 
tion. She loves music and painti 
She is a good whip, and sits well 
the saddle. She is good to the poor 
in the way the poor most love, taking 
@ personal interest in their affairs, 
and helping them as individuals, not 
us systematically chosen subjects of 
scheduled charity. Also, she knows 
how to play with children, and has 
often gladdened the girls in the con- 
vent schoole by romping with them at 
hide and seek.

LIGHTING UP THE STREETS. 


INGLEWOOD, Oct. 30.—The South- 
ern California Edison Company is now 
installing a new lighting system for 
the streets of Inglewood.

The county appropriation of 310, 
000 provides for about 2000 feet of 
levee south of the Santa Fe bri 
on the west or Duarte side of the 
river. Extensive surveys have been 
made and the critical danger points 
definitely located. It is expected that 
the work now being done will gut- 
fice to check further inroads of the 
river in the Duarte district during the 
approaching rainy season. 

Some attempt also is del made 
to direct a fair proportion of storm 
water to the old north and south 
channel! and thus lessen erosion in the 
valley section between Duarte and El 
Monte-Potrero Chico. 

The objecting property owners con- 
tend that the levee district should in- 
clude all the territory in the danger 
gene on both sides of the river and 
| cite official surveys to show that, 
though the San Gabriel is at present 
working westward, only a fortuitous 
direction of the “cone of debris” 
saves the east side from disaster. 
| Other ranchers will be fully satis- 
fied with the proposed distribution of 
cost provided levee construction is 
hastened.

‘There are more 
than 860 miles of overhead line and 37 miles 
of electric, conduits in these systems.

Should the people decide that Los Angeles 


shall build its own distributing plant for han- 


dling electric power from the aqueduct, it 
would be necessary to create a plant of equal 
or greater extent. To meet emergencies, such 
as frequently-recurring interruptions to long- 
distance transmission lines, it would be neces- 
sary for the city to possess a large steam 
generating plant, to insure constant supply 
to consumers. 


Just what it would cost to build the required 

~ distributing system and the auxiliary steam 

plant is not known. An estimate as low as 

853,300,000 has been made. Some experts de- 
clare it would be much more. 


To build the plant, resurface the streets torn 
up, and otherwise to get in readiness to serve 
would require years, and from the outset the 
people would be paying interest on the bonds.

It is to be regretted that the friends of 
order, of a government of liberty under law, 
of prosperity for the city, of peace and com- 
fort in the homes could not have made “Get 
Together” their slogan and cooperated, in 
opposition to socialism and its attendant 
evils and undoubted darigers, uniting on one 
candidate against Harriman. 

The issues which have separated the or- 
der-loving citizens of Los Angeles into two 
armies are tissue-paper barriers which one 
blow from the clenched fist of saving com- 
mon sense should shatter. It is probably 
too late now to consolidate these elements 
into one force that would today drive the 
dreamers of socialism into their caves by a 
majority so great as to prevent them from 
over emerging therefrom.

If the result of the election today shall be 
to eliminate the Socialist ticket from the run- 
ning in December the menace of disaster 
will pass to the limbo of things lost on 
earth; and whether Alexander or Mushet 
shall prevail at the December election, the 
homes of Los Angeles will be saved. It will 
be better, of course, if elther Alexander or 
Mushet shall receive a majority of all the 
votes cast today and the contest be ended and 
the danger banished at once. To this end let 
the voter, whether he be Republican or 
Democrat, cast his vote for whichever of 
the two has, in his judgment, the best 
chance of success. (Gregory, at best, is sur- 
plusage. To vote for him is to throw your 
vote away absolutely.) Let the voter act 
without regard to his personal: inclinations 
er prejudices. But let him be sure and 
vote. Sulking and, non-action never achieved 
anything for any cause. 

In national! politics men will divide on na- 
tional issues. But at municipal elections a 
division among good citizens is the oppor- 
tunity of the grafter, the tramp and the 
criminal classes. The election of Harriman, 
either today or at the December election, 
would result In an orgie of evil, in a season 
‘of stagnation in business, in the legalizing 
of picketing and boycotting, in the curtail- 
ment of building, in the withdrawal of capi- 
tal, in hunger in the homes and rioting on 
the highways. It would reduce by a large 
percentage the value of Los Angeles real 
estate and for a time render it unsalable at 
any price. 

Let every voter who loves order and peace 
and prosperity go early to the polls and 
cast his vote so as to preserve them. 

And may God save the city and the re- 
public!

YUAN SHIH KAI, 
THE LEADER OF CHINA. 


BY WALTER J. BALLARD, 
Much fmterest centers around the person- 
ality and career ef Yuan Shih Kal, who has 
been recalled from disgrace and exile to the 
vork of suppressing the struggle in China 
for political and personal liberty. He was 
deposed from his position as Grand Coun- 
cillor two years ago without notice. In that 
exigency his son rushed to the American 
legation seeking sanctuary for his father, 
who, however, was allowed to get away by 
train to Tientsin and then, with his family, 
to his farm in Honan province, where he has 
) been living quietly till suddenly recalled the 
other day to save the government and the 
empire. Besides being Grand Councillor he 
was also commander-in-chief of the army 
and navy and had the confidence of all the 
foreign legations. His dismissal, says the 
Sun of New York, was the natural result of 
the death of the Empress Dowager, the 
friend of Yuan, and the rise to power of the 
present Prince Regent, Prince Chun. The 
Regent could not forget the Injury Yuan had 
done his brother, the late Emperor Kwang- 
Su, when in 1898 Yuan had refused to go 
into the plan of the Emperor and the re- 
former, Kang Yu Wei, to assassinate the 
Empress Dowager after inviting her to a 
military review at Tientsin, but had rather 
warned the Dowager of her peril. The Em- 
press crushed out the plot, practically Im- 
prisoned the Emperor in a palace of the 
Forbidden City and banished or killed the 
reformers, Memory of this still burned in 
the minds of the Regent and members of 
his family when they got the supremacy in 
1909 and when Yuan was at the height of 
Phis power. Hence his disgrace and exile. 
Yuan Shih Kai worked up to the place of 
leading Grand Councillor of the five mem- 
bers of that body, in which he held a place 
from 1907 to 1909, by hard plugging and 
largely through his success in military or- 
ganization, says the same authority. He 
was not a scholar as was Chang Chih Tung, 
his leading contemporary. He was not a 
brilliant student as was Li Hung Chang, 
who was twice disgraced and recalled. His 
forcefulness and keen judgment of men are 
his chief abilities. His dominant personality 


—— 


when that country had its own government 
under the suzerainty of China. 

After the Chino-Japanese war in 1894-5 
.Yuan was appointed to the vice-presidency 
of a board with the contro! of an army corps. 
He saw what western drilling and army 
methods had done for Japan and made his 
corps the pattern and kernel of the new 
Chinese army in 1904. 

Yuan was a strict disciplinarian, but was 
idolized by his men. By cutting off some 
heads he stopped cheating at cards. He 
raised the, personne! of the army from coo- 
lies and criminals to good men, many of 
them belonging to good families and edu- 
cated. Their pay was raised so that now 
the Chinese soldier, in relation to the wages 
of other classes of laboring men, is the high- 
est paid in the world, according to a military 
attache in Peking. 

The foreigner in China is the greatest 
friend and defender of Yuan Shih Kai. Un- 
like most other Chinese officials, Yuan in 
his intercourse with foreigners (always a 
sore subject to China) is straightforward 
and western in method. His word means 
action, not delay and pocket veto. He has 
employed foreign advisers and trusted them, 
using their advice. He saw clearly that the 
west could teach China and was willing that 
China should be taught. He was absolutely 
faithful to the foreigners he employed. 

Realizing the value of schools Yuan, while 
Viceroy of Chi-LI., put great sums into the 
establishment of colleges and industrial and 
engineering schools and promary and mid- 
dle schools at Tientsin, though probably 
great sums went into his own. pockets also. 
It is charged that he debased the copper 
penny coins to do it, establishing a great 
mint at Tientsin that turned out millions 
of pennies of flat value. The revenues of 
this mint were the makers of the modern 
school in China. It was schools that Yuan 
was bound to have as the salvation of: the 
nation. 

As a moderate reformer Yuan Shih Kai 
is hated by the extremists of revolution. 
Moderate advocates of reform in the pro- 
vincial agsemblies and the Provincial Na- 
tional Assembly are also opposed to him, 
fearing that his arbitrary dominating per- 
sonality will cause him to become a despot, 
ignoring the constitutional principle for 
which they are working. They say he will 
stop at noth fg, secret murder, assassina- 
tion, arbitrary will, to put through bis proj- 
ects, Numbers of Chinese who opposed 
him at Tientsin quietly disappeared. 

But to most foreigners he or some great 
forceful leader like him is necessary to the 
salvation of the empire.. They look for him 
to take advantage of the opportunity to 
bring into real power in the nation a class 
ot keen and able Chinese officials, many of 
foreign education. 

It is a significant fact that other two 
most able men in the Chi government 
in the eyes of foreigners, Liang Tun ‘Yen, 
now Minister for Foreign Affairs, and Tong

The Supreme Court yesterday af 
firmed the decision of Judge Bordwell | 
of the Superior Court, in the ant 
brought by the Sunset Tele ‘phone and 
Telegraph Company and the Pacific 
Telephone and Telegraph Company | 
ageinst the city of Pasadena, laying | 
down the doctrine that the control of 
the streets of a municipality is a 
purely municipal affair, and that it is 
within the province of 4 municipality 
to make the terms by which the 
streets may be occupied by ai cor- 
poration. 
The cases were on appeal from an- 
order dissolving a temporary injunc- 
tion, and from a judgment denving | 
an injunction, and an order denying | 
a motion for a new trial, in a -suit 
brought by the plaintiffs against the 
city of Pasadena and its Officials, to 
obtain a decree restraining the de- 
fendants from interfering with the 
maintenance and operation of the | 
plaintiffs’ telephone and telegraph | 
System so far as the same was io- 
— on the public streets of the 
city. 
In August, 1887, an ordinance was 
adopted by the Board of Trustees of 
Pasadena on application of the Sun- 
set company, granting the right to 
erect poles and run telephone wires 
along the public streets, the franchise 
to run twenty years, subject, however, 
to the condition that the Board of 
Trustees reserved the right to con- 
trol in the matter of location, con- 
struction and maintenance of the poles 
and wires. 

In 1908 the Board of Trustees 
passed an ordinance making it un- 
lawful to erect or maintain poles or 
wires on the public streets for use in 
“doing local or interstate business’ 
without a franchise from the city of 
Pasadena. The plaintiff companies 
did not apply for a franchise for the 
use of the streets. and refused to pay 
the charges demanded by the city, 
and the authorities began to remove 
the poles and wires from the streets. 
Then action was commenced to ob- 
tain an injunction restraining the city.

says the Scientific American. 

In the past three years an astonish- 
ingly large field of commercial and 
business activity has been built up, 
that has to do solely with aeronautics, 

There are few who have stopped to 
realize the suggestive fact that more 
than half a million men are now 
actively engaged if some industrial 
enterprise that has to do with naviga- 


To fully appreciate the significance 
ef the commercial side of aviation, a 
knowledge, or at least an acquaint- 
ance, must be had with demands on a 
fiving machine, its uses and the com- 
modities whose manufacture, sale or 
exchange constitute the trade. 

Aeroplanes at present are used in 
three distinct ways—for sport or con- 
venience, in war or postal service, 
and as a means of profit in exhibi- 
tions, ete. 

The use of the aeroplane by sports- 
men and its use by individuals or 

as a convenience, is the 
field best developed at present, 
for which the gteatest future is pre- 
dicted. 

The use of aeroplanes in war seems 
Already definitely assured. 

Exhibition flying, however, is like- 
ly, and in fact has begun to dechne, 
although races if sufficiently exciting 
are likely to persist. 

A great impetus to the use of aero- 
planes by sportsmen is bound to come 
soon, with the further perfecting of 


the hydro-aeroplane. 


MARKET FOR AEROPLANES. 

The market for aeroplanes is of 
considerable magritude, as indicated 
by the volume of sales made by the 
various companies, M. Bleriot has 
‘sold several hundred aeroplanes since 
the spring of 1909, when he first be- 
gan manufacturing them on a large 
scale. He has almost been outdone 
by Voisins and Henri Farman, while 
the enterprise of Esnauit-Pelterie, 
Sommer, Greguet, Nieuport and a 
score of other constructors in France 
brings the total.of actual sales to a 
surprisingly large figure. 

A single-seater Blertot monoplane 
costs 24,000 francs, and a two-seater, 
28,000. This is also the price of 
Voisin biplanes. A Breguet biplane 
costs about $6000 and an Antoinette 
monoplane is even more expensive. 

In general, the range of prices in 
Pranee is from 15,000 to 306,000 
francs. 

In England the cost of al)-British 
machines ke the Valkyrie and How- 
ard Wright runs from $1500 upward, 
the price of English-made machines 
being much lower than for those of 


make. 

In the United States there are not 
over a dozen large and established 
manufacturing firms, with the Wright, 
Curtiss and Burgess companies as rec- 
ognized leaders. The Burgess Com- 
pany has sold more than thirty ma- 
chines, the Wright Company two or 
three times as many, and the Cur- 
tise firm also a considerable number. 
The average price of American ma- 
chines is $5000, althovgh the Burgess 
Company charge $7500 for a biplane 
of the Wright type equipped with a 
Gnome motor. The sales here are at 
present much less than abroad. 

It may be conservatively estimated 
that the sales of aeroplanes to date, 
both here and abroad, amount to 
about 1600. Placing the average price 
paid for these machines at $5000, it 
becomes evident that the volume of 
business is fe nted by un outlay 
of well over $7,000,000. 

In England, for example, the im- 
port trade from January to August, 
i911, is represented by $177,000, and 
the export trade by $70,000, thus giv- 
ing an insight into the magnitude of 
the trade between Eugland and for- 
eign countries. The exports of France 
and the imports of America are great- 
er, all statistics proving that France 
leads the world in the aeroplane in- 


ustry. 

The Bleriot factory employs about 
600 men, and is replete with the most 
up-to-date facilities. The Wright 
Company has an equally éfficient 
plant of modern buildings, shops and 
assembly rooms. In fact, the growth 
of most aeroplane factories has been 
phenomenal, and yet the real lasting 
market for the aereplane has been 
but slightly reached. 

Greater even than the trade in 
aeroplaning. as a unit, has been the 
activity in the supply and demand for 
aeroplane accessories, from motors 
and propellers to the minutest parts 
of metal or wood. 

There are fifty or more established 
firms im this country alone doing 4 
large business in parts of aeroplanes, 
like ribs, struts, joints, ete. As in 
France, propellers are being designed 
and manufactured by more than ten 
firms devoted to this alone

The motor trade is also large, espe- 
rance. The Gnome com- 
pany pays dividends that few “indus- 
trials’ ever reach, and its business 
grows apace. Many American mo- 
tors are showing excellent qualities, 
and are much preferred here to the 
higher priced foreign motors, 

Even the profession of tae law is 
called into the aeroplane fleld to a 
great extent, the number of fourth 
ing patent attorneys giving an indica- 
tion of the amazing number of pa- 
tents applied for. 

The model aeroplane also plays its 

part in the industry and many model 
manufacturers sell several hundred of 
these toys at prices ranging from $1.50 
to $20. Gliders (motorless aecro- 
planes) are also manufactured and 
sold espedially in England, where 
“gliding” is becoming a hobby. 
, The number of corporations apply- 
ing for certificates in various States. 
although only a few survive, gives a 
further indication of how active the 
field of aviation is becoming from the 
business side. 

It is not only in the trade and manu- 
facturing of aeroplanes tnat a large 
volume of business is found. Activity 
of another Kind, but of equally er 
importance exists in the cultivation 
and practice of the art of flying. 

A large number of men are em- 
ployed by. private individuals to fly 
their machines for them and man 
manufacturers have a regular staff 
of expert birdmen to test, exhibit and 
instruct others on their machines. 

THE COST OF FLYING. 

Few persons appreciate the actual 
cost of fying and what it means to 
keep as delicate a machine as an aero- 
plane in perfect order. Atwood, in 
his great St. Louis-New York ‘trip, 
is said to have made over $6000 in 
prize money. It is understood on 
good authority that this failed by a 
large margin to pay ais expenses. 

To keep an aeroplane in perfect 
trim two or three trained mechanics 
are required. The wages of these men 
are .$30 to $35 a week each, and 
often more. 

A Burgess-Wright aeroplane of the 
kind used by Atwood requires four 
galions of gasoline an hour in flight, 
the gasoline costing about 20 cents 
a Fallen. motor accessories, 
spare spark plugs, etc., also cost a 
considerable amount, The aeroplane 
itself, practically used up in tnis 
grv@ling campaign, cost $5000. 

In addition Atwood has large ex- 
penses for rents of fields and hangars, 
as well as damages to property, and 
in his own traveling er his 
manages salary, etc., are found other 
sources of expenditure. The grand 
total amounts to well over $8000—e 
rather expensive way to travel. 

At tue recent aviation meets many 
of the contestants suffered heavy 
financial losses. In most cases, how- 
ever, the losses fall on the manufac- 
turer who supplies the machine and 
who employs an expert to handle it. 

BARNINGS OF AVIATORS. 


The earnings of some of the avia- 
tors at the recent Boston meet are: 
Ovington, $11,782; Milling, $6200; 
Sopwith, $6022; Grahame- W hite, 
$6224, etc., down to Ely. $150. and 
others with no winnings at all. . 

At Nassau, Sopwith won 1488. 
Walle Atwood and Lieut. Arnold won 
only a few hundred dollars. 

There are other sources of revenue, 
however, in the actual fiving of aero- 
planes. 

Passenger carrying at $25 to $60 « 
head is becoming customary in this 
country. In England and France reg- 
ulation booking offices have been 
opened where reservations can be 
made. The price is from $10 up- 
ward. 

Manufacturers and aviators also 
make a considerable charge for m- 
struction of pupils. In France $1560 
is the usual price, for a full course. 
If breakages are to be tneluded the 
Voisin company charges $500. 

At many aerodromes in mg mae 
where their location seems to be 
definite, hangars and the privileges 
of the fleld may be rented at $500 a 
year. The rent of the in 
France is about the same, 

The business of aviation te thus 
growing apace and the possibilities 
that are offered in the fiying field 
for the development of industrial en- 
terprises can probably be as little con- 
ceived of at present, as could the 
future of rallroading 100 years ago.

trophy. The Australians are the pres- 
ent holders of the Davis cup, and will 
be the defenders in tae forthcom- 
ing matches. The Americans are the 
challengers. The matches are sched- 
uled fer the 29th and 30th of De- 
cember, and the ist of January. They 
will consist of four singles and one 
doubles. Two single matches will 
be played the opening day, and the 
doubles the second day. The final 
day's play will be devoted to the re- 
maining two matcaes in singles. 

McLoughiin and Larned will be the 
singles representatives of America 
while Brookes and probably Wilding 
will figure in the singles for Australia. 
In the first singles matches Larned 
will oppose Brookes-and McLoughlin 
will meet Wilding. McLoughlin and 
Wright will probably play together in 
the doubles match. The Australian 
team has not yet been announced for 
the doubles. On the third day of play 
McLoughlin will‘ meet Brookes and 
Larned will meet Wilding. One point 
will be allowed the Winner of eaca 
match, so it will require three points 
to take the champtonship. 

American tennis followers have it 
figured that Larned will win two of 
the singles matches and that Me- 
should defeat Wilding, if 
not Brookes. Should Mclougalin fail 
to win either of his matches, how- 
ever, the American team will still have 
a good chance of returning with the 
championship, as Wright and Me- 
Loughlin will make a strong com- 
bination in the doubles. 

Opiniens regarding the outcome of 
the matches are based on the relative 
saowings of the British players against 
Wilding in England and McLoughlin 
and Larned her. Dixon, the leading 
British player, disposed of Wilding 
during the past season in England. In 
the East this year both McLoughlin 
and Larned won from Dixon and 
Beamish, the English players. As in 
any other sport, dope“ cannot be 
relied upon in tennis, and this dope“ 
does not afford the best possible line 
either. Dixon played Larned to a 
five-set match and in the fifth set 
nad a commanding ad of 5-2 and 
30-15. Then Larned ra» the set out. 

MeLoushlin defeated von with 
greater ease than did ned, while 
Larned won from McLoughlin in three 
Straight sets in the challenge match 
for the American championship. That 
shows just how reliable “dope” is. It 
is practically conceded here and in 
England taat Larned is the greatest 
tennis player in the world at pres- 
ent, though in Australia, of course, 
they think the same of Brookes. Me- 


and thinks that Larned wil! have m- 
tle trouble disposing of the Australian 
champion. 

McLoughlin went over to Australia 
in 19008, and at that time he was a 
comparative novice. He made good 
showings against both Brookes and 
Wliding, tnough he was beaten by 
both of them. With two years ad- 
ditional expe ce he figures to have 
an equal chance with either of the 
Australian cracks. ed's coaching 
on the trip will also help him con- 
siderably. 

There is perhaps no better doubles 
player in the world than Wright. He 
excels at this style of play. His nead- 
work is largely responsible for his 
success in doubles. He is a lett- 
hander with considerable, speed and 
at the same time he is accurate in 
his strokes. The Australians will find 
McLoughlin and Wright a hard team 
to dispose of.

N SOME reminiscences published 

of Tom Sayers, the great fight with 

John C. Heenan, “the Benecia 
Boy,” of course, came in for mention, 
but only briefly. Te many of our 
friends I am afraid that Heenan is 
only remembered on account of that 
memorable draw with the wonderful 
little English champion. 4 

Heenan as a man and during his 
rise to fame was an interesting per- 
sonality. Some of his letters writ- 
ten from Engiand during his train- 
ing give an indication of his charac- 
ter and his love of his country,. 

Heenan was @ patriot, every bit of 
him, and the confidence of the whole 
sporting community in the United 
States was evidenced by the volume 
of money sent over from this country 
to support him. When the battle was 
over he was as heartily acclaimed in 
England as in any part of the world. 
The good sportemen of Britain, de- 
Spite their chagrin at Sayers'’s run of 
successes. being interrupted, put all 
their feelings in their pocket and 
extended the heartiest friendship te 
Heenan‘: it was indeed an enviable 
position to be in. 7 

Heenan, however, had done a good 
deal to deserve it, as they were not 
chance victories which led up to his 
support to visit Europe te wrest the 
world’s honors from Sayers. Yet 
Heenan was not champion of Amer- 
ica. When he fought Morrissey in 
1858 he had been very il previously 
and there was > suggestion of cal 
the match off. but Heenan contd not 
listen to this Morrigse) & feet 
11% inches and weigbed 173 pounds, 
while Heenan, who was 6 feet 2 inches, 
weighed nearly 200 pounds. 

Heenan went in to finish in sprint 
time, but his strength would not last, 
and Morrissey kept the championship. 

Heenan was thought a good man 
despite this. He was 23 years old at 
ithe time: he was born in New York 
State in 18235. His father worked in 
the ordnance department of the 
Watervllet arsenal and was a respected 
foneman for many years there. John 
E. Heenan was a machinist, and at 
17 went to California, and there got 
his name as the “Benecia Boy.“ 

After this Heenan became a miner 
and then in 1857 was introduced to 
New York sportemen. He was a very 
shy man, I have heard, and it was 
moat difficult to make any conversa- 
tion with im but he threw aside 
some of his taciturnity in after years. 
Heenan challenged Sayers in 1859 
and went to England early in 18690. 
He crossed in January in the Asia 
and took it as a good omen that he 
was not sick on the voyage. . 
wasted no time 1 “about Lon- 
don, but went straight down to Salis- 
bury.. His party took a delightful old 
farmhouse in the neighborhood and 
Heenan was charmed with English 
country lite. He did a lot of his 
training on Salisbury Plain, and was 
never tired of English mutten chops 

In those days it was the fashion 
to issue colors, and there was a good 
deal of thought when Heenan re- 
sponded to Sayers’s buff ground with 
red border with a red und 
blue and white border. n the blue 
border were thirteen white stars. 

His trainers gave Heenan a holiday 
in London to see the Mace-Travers 
fight and the party made many new 
friends. He wrote home to America 
that he had been much gratified bv 
his reception, especially by the “pugs.” 
He was struck by the order main 
tained at the English fights and the 
lack of “fuss.” 

Heenan removed to Bedford to fin- 
ish his training. but had changed 
twice after the farmhouse in Wilt. 
shire. Rather than being upset 
this, he had taken the changes wit 
much equanimity. 

Heenan did not take much inter- 
est in the stupendous gambling on the 
result, but I have heard that the large 
sums put on Sayers, who trained at 
the headquarters of the English turf, 
Newmarket, were all covered. Fach 
man from America brought fresh 
com miasions. 

What is the use of the 
old story of the fight, except that it 
was a draw after two hours und 
‘twenty minutes? Heenan became 
champion absolutely when Sayers re- 
tired. He went back to England in 
1868 ta be beaten by Tom King in 
thirty-five minutes for $6000 a side, 
Heenan was unusually confident and 
said if he did not succeed that he 
would be dubbed as an imposter. 

It was a sad blow to Heenan’s 
countrymen, who at the finish laid 
odds of 2 to 1 on him. It looked

SCHOOL SEEKS -CONTEST WITH 


LOCAL SQUAD. |

Best Teams of North, Now Pilay- 
ing Independent Football, Ask Op- 
portunity to Challenge for Cham- 
pionship—tLos Angeles, It Winner. 
Will Arrange for Match.

The manager dt the Los Angeles 
High Schoo! football team has just 
received a lengthy letter from Berkeley 
High School asking for a game with 
the local boys on Thanksgiving. The 
University town boys claim that they 
were overlooked last year when the 
Palo Alto team was brought south to 
play for the State championship, and 
want to have their case thoroughly 


|@onsidered before the team is picked to 


come south this time. 

The situation in the northern High 
Schools is something like the situation 
down here, there being several good 
schools not in any league at all, and 
therefore technically out of the reck- 
oning when it comes to championships. 
The Academic Athietic League is com- 
posed of several subleagues whose win- 
ners play together in what they cali 
semi-finals, and then finals. 

Most of the schools around the bay 
belong to this league, but four of the 
largest have discontinued their connec- 
tions because they did not get their 
proper share of the gate receipts. Be- 
ing the largest and strongest schools 
they usually won the championships, 
and furnished most of the rooters at 
the games, but were only allowed 15 
per cent. as their share, the league 
taking the rest. Accordingly Berkeley, 
Alameda, Oakland and Fremont High 
Schools severed all relations with the 
organization and have been playing 
independently. 

Last year the local High School 
dealt only with league officials in se- 
lecting a team to bring south, and 
Berkeley wants to have a chance at 
the trip this time and so is attempting 
to see that their side of the matter is 
thoroughly understood down south. 

Palo Alto won the XA. L. pennant 
last year aud were brought south on 
the strength of their win and it looks 
as though they were easily the win- 
ners of the league again this year, as 
they have not lost a game to any High 
School with the exception of Alameda, 
which team is one of the outlaws. ° 

The comparative strength of the 
teams, however, seems to be all in 
favor of the outsiders. Here are some 
of the scofes thus far: Alameda beat 
Palo Alto 8 to 0. Berkeley beat Ala- 
meda the following week 14 to 3. Ala- 
meda and Fremont have broken even 
so far, each getting a game. Oakland 
has won over Fremont 5 to 3, while 
Berkeley took Oakland into camp by 
the score of 10 to 3. 

All these comparative scores seem 
to show that the contention of Berke- 
ley ie correct and as they Nave not 
lost @ game to any of the independent 
teams or to the league, it seems that 
they should be given a chance to try 
out for the final champlonship. 

Coach Noble of the Los Angeles 
High squad said that he would at- 
tempt to see that Berkeley is allowed 
to have a chance at the winners of the 
AA.L. before bringing any of the 
northern teams down, if the local 
echool should be the southern winners. 
The local school could easily dictate 
in the matter by refneing to treat with 
the league winners Vf they did not give 
the independent teams a chance to 
challenge. 

The blue and white football teams 
have had one or two well fought games 
with Berkeley in the old style, and a 
meeting in Rugby will be eagerly 
looked forward to by the students of 
both schools.

Phillips and Gray Combine 
Dry Ordinance Work. 


Petitions Filed With Over 


Three Thousand Name 


Supposed Political End Fur- 
nishes Biggest List. 


An initiative petition, the joint 
work of Rev. Wiley J. Phillips, editor 
of the California Voice, and Harry A. 
Gray. late night city editor of the 
Examiner, was filed with the City 
Clerk yesterday, asMng the adoption 
of an ordinance making Los Angeles 


a prohibition city. 

The ordinance was prepared by 
Nathan Newby. It was taken bodily 
by Gray and placed on his petitions 
and given to John P. Steele, expert 
petition getter, to circulate. As a re- 
sult the two petitions were fused yes- 
terday and filed by Phillips and 
Steele, with 3317 names on them. 

The charter requires about 1900 to 
make a petition mandatory on the 
Council to refer to a general election. 

A feature of the fused petitions was 
that Phillips, alone, had but 1350 
signatures, a quantity largely Insuffi- 
client. He says he has several hun- 
dred more coming. 

Gray's petitions had 1967 sigha- 
tures. This had the effect of making 
good Phillips's project for him by a 
stranger, at least, in the game of pro- 
hibition politics. 

Phillips said, when the documents 
were filed, that he had satisfied him- 
Self that Gray was acting for those 
who want the prohibition question 
tested and feared Phillips might fall 
in getting the uired number. 
Phillips did fail in getting a petition 
filed to get the prohibition city ticket 
on the ballot. 

This unexpected fusion of known 
and unknown interests was followed 
quickly by the assertion that Gray, 
who retired from newspaper work a 
week ago, had been employed by Ges- 
ner Williams,:an attorney. It hap- 
pens that Williams is one of the 
Mushet political managers and has 
close relations with the Examiner, 
which is friendly to Mushet. for 
Mayor. Good Government officials 
asserted positively that they have in- 
formation showing the whole connec- 
tion of Williams with the second ini- 
itiative petition. They declined to say 
what is back of it, except to intimate 
that it was a part of the Mushet pro- 
gramme to keep the prohibition ques- 
tion alive during the’ final campaign 
if Mushet succeeds in getting on the 
ticket today.

We, the undersigned staff of phy- 
siclans of the Health and Develop- 
ment Department of the public 
schools, feel that a great injustice has 
been done the department by the pub- 
lication of the signed statement of 
Mrs. R. I. Craig, Rev. R. E. Blight 
and J. H. Bean appearing in your 
paper of October 30, 1911. We wish 
to make the following statement of 
facts in answer thereto: 

(1.) We most heartily indorse the 
sentiments set forth in Nos. 1, 2, 3, 
4, 5, 6 and 7 of their statement. 

With reference to No. 8 we wish 
to state that: 

(1) No examination of children 
has been made by this staff where’any 
parent or guardian has made an ob- 
jection to the same beforehand. 

(2.) We absolutely deny ever 
having made sex examinations of 
girls without the parent's consent, 
and no such examination has ever 
been made except by the women phy- 
sicians of the staff, and then only 
when the parent or guardian was 
present.

The onlookers took but little in“ 
terest in the parade and at no point 
along the line of march were the 
cheers for Harriman taken up by 
those who lined the sidewalks The 
lack of reciprocation did not dampen 
the spirits of the followers of the red 
flag, however, and when their.cheers 
were not taken up by others they 
gave vent to their feelings with jeers. 
It was the usual outpouring, and 
there was no attempt to discipline 
the insolent. At Fifth and San Ju- 
lian streets, where one of the divi- 
sions formed a groyp of Socialists 
seized a man from the sidewalk” and 
attempted to compel aim to march. 
He was walking with his wife, who 
was greeted with such remarks as 
“Let us make a man of your hus- 
band, we need all we can t.“ etc. 
The approach of a police r was 
a signal to the reds to release the 
man and further trouble was averted. 
There were many incidents of a like 
nature along Fifth street, and sev- 
eral appeals were made to the police. 
Little children were preased into the 
line of march and carried flags into 
whica those who stood looking on at 
the parade were urged to throw con- 
tributions. Banners of all descrip- 
tions, containing inscriptions bearing 
on the promises of Harriman, and 
the usual slogans of the reds, were 
carried by the hundreds. Even the 
Mexicans, who formed one division of 
the parade, were induced to carry 
banners. 

WHAT BANNERS SAID. 


“Milwaukee, Butte and Now Los 
Angeles,” the inscription on one of 
the banners, was a silent ‘warning 
which those who blocked the side- 
walks did not fall to observe. Many 
of the inscriptions were offensive. In 
some there was an attempt at humor, 
but only an attempt. The inscription 
on a banner toward the end of the 
parade was evidently intended to be 
poetical. It read: Tomorrow Is the 
Day Uncle Aleck Fades Away.” The 
Only persons who seemed to appreci- 
ate this attempt at humor and rhyme 
were the reds who marched behind 
the banner. Another banner told 
what socialism is alleged to stand for. 
The inscription read: “Soctalism 
Stands for the Conservation of Human 
Life.” Only a few of the reds pro- 
feased’ to know what meaning this 
inecription attempted to convey. 
‘The Returne Will Tell the Story” 
was an inscription inténded to show 
the confidence of the reds. The one
